With the distinguished intelli- 
gence most committees, this one, 
instead suggesting that the chronic looting 
the railroads stopped, recommends that the sec- 
ond-class rate increased four times! 
more, the Post Office required all the 
work for the Government for nothing. the 
Government paid for the carrying its mail, 
you have to, the Post Office would receive for this 
work some $19,000,000, enough pay the en- 
tire deficit and leave balance over $4,000,000 
the good. The Post Office pays the railroads 
the sum $45,000,000 for carrying the mails. 
the railroads received exactly the same rates for this 
matter which they for carrying express matter, 
the Government would save about $30,000,000. 
other words, the railroads are getting some 
$30,000,000 which they are not legitimately en- 
titled. they manage it? ‘The scheme 
very simple. the first place, our ever kind and 
thoughtful Congressmen allow rate that nearly 
three times the regular express rate; the express

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rate high enough pay both the express com- 
panies and the roads enormous earnings. For in- 
stance, the express rate from New York 
cago $1.25 hundred; for carrying the mails, 
Congress allows the same roads charge $3.56 
hundred. The second portion the scheme pil- 
fering less simple nor efficacious. The mail 
matter carried all railroads the United States 
weighed for days every three four 
years, and assumed that this true average 
the regular amount mail carried. rail- 
roads are paid that basis.

COMBINATION SYPHILIS AND 
EPITHELIOMA THE TONGUE.* 


DOUGLASS MONTGOMERY, D., San Fran- 
cisco, and SHERMAN, D., San Francisco. 
The interesting points the following case are 

the combination two important diseases such 

syphilis and epithelioma the same lesion, and the 
elicitation interesting history unsuspected 
syphilis. 

November 29, 1902, patient thirty-seven 
years age, came complaining that she suf- 
fered from sores” the mouth, and that late- 
one them had acted badly and had refused 
heal. She said that she had long suffered from 
“cold sores,” ever since her first pregnancy fact, 
and that some years previously two them had 
acted badly and had refused heal, but had finally 
closed leaving trace. During the first pregnancy, 
and coincidently with the advent the sores,” 
there appeared circinate eruption the wrists re- 
sembling “ring worm,” which after time faded 
out entirely. 

showing her tongue there was seen 
large oblong ulcer lying its dorsum the right 
the median line, and situated about midway be- 
tween the base and the tip. Its long diameter was 
about two and one-half cm, and lay the same 
direction the length the tongue. 
the ulcer measured about one and one-half cm. 
had dirty white, moist floor, and red, raised, in- 
durated rim. was tender, and during the past 
few days had become acutely and spontaneously 
painful, and the pain extended into the right ear. 
There was slight enlargement the right sub- 
maxillary nodule, and the patient had herpetic 
sore the vermilion border the lower lip, and 
another the left border the tongue.

Read the Thirty-sixth Annual Meeting the State 
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was lumpiness gummatous deposits either 
the floor the ulcer anywhere else the tongue. 

Besides telling from what she supposed the ulcer 
have arisen, the patient gave account 
the treatment had received. The present sore 
had appeared five months before, and 
about the size pin head, and was persistent. 
was burnt with lunar caustic herself, but with 
success regards healing. She then consulted 
physician, who also burnt with nitrate silver 
stick, but with equally bad success. She then con- 
sulted another physician who examined micro- 
scopically, and then burnt with some kind 
caustic, but still there was healing.- August, 
that about three months before coming me, she 
got X-ray treatment every day for more than two 
weeks, and then went camping. While 
camping trip the ulcer healed over, and left white 
area. short time, however, the healed surface 
broke down again, and she took the X-ray for seven 
more treatments, the ulcer the meantime grow- 
ing steadily worse. She then consulted another 
physician, who burnt with better success than 
had attended the previous cauterizations. This list 
failures enumerated merely show the in- 
tractable nature the ulcer, and that would not 
yield any ordinary treatment. 

had therefore before ulcer, which the 
patient told had arisen from sore,” and 
the presence two herpetic lesions, one the edge 
the tongue and one the lip, seemed her 
support this statement. The size, depth and per- 
manency the lesion, however, showed the view 
incorrect. also was not traumatic ulcer 
due the cauterizations had suffered, because 
sufficient time had always elapsed after each cauter- 
ization permit healing, and was not due 
sharp projections the patient’s teeth, because 
there were such projections; and besides, was 
situated the dorsum the tongue, far removed 
from the teeth. The ulcer did not look like 
X-ray burn. The diagnosis therefore lay between 
tuberculosis, syphilis and epithelioma. There was 
history tuberculosis the family, and the 
patient was good general health with cough 
other symptoms tuberculosis; there were 
yellow tubercle-like bodies the floor the ulcer 
its edge, and smears made from material taken 
from its surface showed tubercle bacilli. 


Indirect inquiry regards syphilis, however, 
the following interesting history: The pa- 
tient was married July 24, 1888, and previous 
this had had “sore was impossible de- 
termine whether the “sore eyes” had anything 
with syphilis, but probably not. She had been preg- 
nant all, four times, the first pregnancy occur- 
ring about two and one-half years after marriage. 
The fruit this first pregnancy miscarried about 
the eighth month, was stillborn, and was thought 
had been dead about three weeks. The fruit 
the second pregnancy was born term, and still 
living. The subsequent history this child will 
given later. The children the third and fourth 


pregnancies were born term, and are still living 
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and healthy. During the fourth pregnancy the pa- 
tient suffered from ulcer over the inner side 
the right tibia, which refused heal and was finally 
cut out. About five years after marriage the pa- 
tient had suppurative lesion the terminal pha- 
lanx the left index finger that endured for three 
years. The nail would occasionally shed, and 
the pulp the finger would then swell 
finally healed without leaving scar. 


indebted Dr. Jas. Seawell for ex- 
cellent history the child, the fruit the second 
pregnancy, who undoubtedly frankly syphilitic. 
February 19, 1903, when Dr. Seawell took his 
history, this child was ten years age. birth 
was poorly nourished and three weeks age 
had what was called acute eczema, 
three four weeks. the same time there was 
suppurative paronychia nearly all the finger nails, 
which were subsequently shed. The child suffered 
from sore mouth the age three years. 
the age five years had influenza followed 
nephritis. seven years age had trouble 
with the knee joints, which became enlarged. 
the same time grayish film began appear 
both corneas, and became blind first the right 
eye, then the left. was then sent hos- 
pital Portland, where remained for six months, 
receiving, probably, anti-syphilitic treatment. The 
eyes improved, and the trouble the knees got well. 
Since then has been necessary wear glasses for 
astigmatism, and the mother said the child had 
poor memory, and acted queerly times. When 
Dr. Seawell examined the child was still poorly 
nourished. The head was the hydrocephalic type. 
The cranial sutures and the nose were all right. 
There were opaque scars the corneas, but the 
retinas were all right. The teeth were Hutchin- 
sonian. child suffered from adenoids, and the 
tonsils were enlarged. The nails the right index, 
middle and ring fingers and the left middle finger 
were missing, and the other nails were cracked and 
corrugated. The postcervical, 
guinal and epitrochlear lymphatic nodules were en- 
larged. was dullness, increased vocal fremi- 
tus, and increased resonance over the apex the 
right lung. The heart, liver and spleen were nor- 
mal. 

Dr. Seawell gave the child bi-chloride mercury, 
one-sixtieth grain, three times day, under 
which improved. The child the third preg- 
nancy was found Dr. Seawell have small 
ulcer over the tuberosity the right tibia, which 
had lasted for six months. There was history 
having fallen the knee, and that the abrasion 
would not heal. ulcer, however, finally re- 
sponded local treatment. 


The youngest child, female, had snuffles when 
baby, and nearly all her life about month 
before taking her history had suffered from 
about year before she had had two three red 
papules around the wrists and the back both 
hands, which lasted for about two three weeks. 

That patient was syphilitic there could 
doubt, and probable that she got her syphilis 
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during her first pregnancy, for was then that she 
began get the sores the mouth, and that she 
had the circinate eruptions about the wrists, that 
constituted, far could judge, the first symp- 
toms her malady. Where she got the infection 
never could find, for both the patient and her 
husband denied direct inquiry all knowledge 
how either them might have come it, and peo- 
ple such grave situation they found them- 
selves, frequently tell the truth. 


That the ulcer the tongue was syphilitic ad- 
mitted also doubt. was the dorsum, 
frequent situation for syphilitic ulcers, and 
frequent one for epithelioma. had been preceded 
two similar ones that had healed under very 
mild treatment, possibly treatment all. The 
ulcer did not readily bleed being touched, 
epitheliomatous ulcers do, and had not the woody 
hardness that epitheliomas have. The posterior rim 
the ulcer was unusually firm, however, and this 
will mentioned later on. The pain extending 
into the ear, frequently found epithelioma, can 
also occur other ulcerations the tongue, and 
the enlarged lymphatic nodule under the lower jaw 
was diagnostic value. The patient’s sex was 
against her having epithelioma, for women are much 
less affected with this disease the tongue than 
men. But this immunity only due their not 
smoking, and does not lie any essential resistance 
the tissues. chronic irritation will probably 
cause cancer the tongue woman quickly 
that aman. regards age, the patient had 
come within the cancer age; she was thirty-seven 
years old. was, however, one suspicious 
symptom. The ulcer had very prominent rolled 
rim, and this prominent and rolled appearance was 
particularly marked its posterior border, where 
the border was also, before mentioned, unusually 
firm. addition this there seems ten- 
dency for epithelioma arise gummatous ulcers 
the tongue. 


such cases where there combination 
these two diseases, great amelioration the symp- 
toms secured the administration specific 
treatment. Afterwards, however, the epithelioma 
asserts itself, and much valuable time lost. 
Leredde has said discussing similar combination 
diseases, biopsy does harm, and may clearly 
show where the danger lies (*). With this view, 
piece tissue was snipped out the posterior, 
hard, raised rim the ulcer, and the same day 
anti-syphilitic treatment was begun giving the 
patient injection one per cent solution bi- 
chloride mercury. 

The microscopical examination the piece 
tissue snipped out showed the epithelial cells 
typical shape and arrangement, and the inter- 
papillary rete suspiciously elongated downwards. 
The chronic inflammatory conditions are 
often elongated, and much the same picture may 
found, but the present instance was judged too 
much like epithelioma incur the risk, and rad-

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ical operation was advised. The operation was 
performed Dr. Sherman. 

the part the ulcer suspected having un- 
dergone epitheliomatous degeneration lay the 
posterior edge the ulcer, and the ulcer was 
situated the dorsal aspect the tongue the 
right the median line, and midway between the 
base and the tip, the anterior aspect the tongue 
should considered free disease, and also com- 
paratively free from danger infection, because 
epithelioma spreads the direction the lymph 
stream which the present case would down- 
wards and backwards. The disease would there- 
fore not readily spread either laterally toward 
the left half the tongue anteriorly toward the 
tip. The left half the tongue could therefore 
spared, and the tip could utilized for flap. The 
procedure planned this line reasoning was 
found be. eminently successful. 

After Dr. Sherman had removed the diseased tis- 
sue, the specimen was handed me, and its exam- 
ination was highly interesting. specimen was 
first laid open saggital incision carried down 
through the center the ulcer. The diseased tis- 
sue forming the base the ulcer could well made 
out with the naked eye, and piece ground glass 
was laid against the cut surface and tracing made. 
This showed lardy condensation diseased tissue 
deeply situated below both the anterior and the pos- 
terior extremities the ulcer. The microscopical 
examination showed that these lardy infiltrations, 
and fact the whole base the ulcer, were studded 
with irregularly shaped miliary gummata, together 
with hyaline degeneration and giant cells. The 
gummata differed from those tuberculosis being 
more irregular and being angular shape; not 
being well defined; not having many 
epithelioid tubercle bacilli were 
found, although sought for, was not point 
much importance, because they are often very diffi- 
cult demonstrate tissues that are undoubtedly 
tuberculous. 

The: microscopical examination slides made 
from sections taken from the posterior border the 
ulcer, which clinically was suspected being epi- 
thelioma, showed positively the presence epitheli- 
omatous infiltration, its early stages. There was 
epithelial infiltration deep down the connective 
tissue the tongue with epithelial degeneration 
and pearl formation. Some slides would show thick 
sausage-like columns epithelium penetrating deep- 
into the subjacent tissues. another slide such 
column would divide off into number 
branches fading off into sort blue haze seen 
sections stained with hematoxylin. still other 
places there were loculi the connective tissue 
filled with atypical epithelial cells. all this re- 
gion the basal layer columnar epithelium was 
either very poorly marked altogether absent. 

Besides the coincidence two such interesting 
diseases epithelioma and syphilis the same le- 


sion, there was the frequent appearance 


sores” the tongue which the patient said had 
first appeared during the first pregnancy, about the 
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beginning the year 1891, and had lasted for 
eleven years, till 1902, when she began taking 
anti-syphilitic treatment. They then promptly dis- 
appeared. letter received few weeks ago from 
Dr. Seawell, states they never reappeared. The 
initial sores the mouth may, course, have been

Simple herpes the mouth generally attributed 
some derangement the alimentary tract, usually 
the stomach, and frequently appears while the 
patient suffering from infective such 
“la grippe.” the present instance, how- 
ever, the herpes was some way dependent 
syphilis borne out the fact that the eruption 
suddenly ceased commencing anti-syphilitic treat- 
ment, never return. readiest explanation 
seems that the herpes the present instance 
was parasyphilide brought out some disturb- 
ance caused the syphilitic poison, and that there- 
fore, although not direct manifestation syphilis, 
yet disappeared the patient undergoing treatment 
for syphilis.

THE DIAGNOSIS SOME LUNG CON- 
DITIONS REQUIRING SURGICAL IN- 
TERFERENCE.*

cover, the most practical way, the above 
subject within the lines brief paper, will 
necessary confine its limits consideration 
some the conditions technically within its 
title, eliminating from this discussion, except 
far they are considered the differential diagno- 
sis, number affections the lung and pleura 
frequently requiring surgical intervention; and suc- 
cinctly present clinical classification and symp- 
tomatology lung abscess which will lead bet- 
ter recognition this condition. 

While admitted that every instance the 
co-operation bacteria necessary for the origin 
abscess, not intended this paper estab- 
lish bacteriologic classification, for such one 
would bulky and without practical import. Va- 
rious bacteria have been demonstrated the spu- 
tum, the pus evacuated from abscesses, 
plate cultures the patient’s blood. these the 
pneumococcus, the staphylococcus pyogenes aureus, 
the streptococcus, and the bacillus Friedlander, 
are the most frequent. 

attempting clinical classification lung ab- 
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scesses will better adopt the nomenclature 
Aufrecht and divide them roughly into (1) ab- 
scesses occurring diseased tissue, such 
which result from suppuration pneumonic area, 
bronchiectasis, pulmonary tuberculosis, the chronic 
abscesses developing the indurated lungs old 
people, etc; and (2) those which develop previ- 
ously healthy lungs. 

the first class, those occurring sequence 
pneumonia, may first engage our attention. Ab- 
scess not frequent complication pneumonia. 
Osler observed per cent his autopsies 
those dying pneumonia. Holt found pres- 
ent per cent the autopsies upon infants and 
young children dying this disease. illustrative 
some the difficulties which confront the diag- 
nostician the recognition this condition, the 
following history case occurring private 
practice will interesting: 

This patient was man, aged 45, who contracted 
croupous pneumonia involving the lower and mid- 
dle lobes the right lung during acute alcoholism. 
The disease ran the course severe pneumonia 
for about two weeks when typical crisis occurred, 
which was shortly followed rise temperature, 
the febrile condition ranging irregularly between 
99° and 101°. From the time the rise tempera- 
ture until his admission St. Luke’s Hospital, 
about one month later, his condition had every in- 
dication uncomplicated delayed resolution, ex- 
cept that there were diminished breath sounds, vocal 
resonance and fremitus throughout the base the 
affected lung. The leukocyte count was persistently 
high, and streptococci and staphylococci, but elas- 
tic fibers, were present the sputum. Diagnostic 
pleural punctures several occasions yielded nega- 
tive results. There was evidence cavity for- 
mation; nor was there any time intermittent ex- 
pectoration large quantities pus. Change 
posture did not show any change the limitations 
dullness. suffered considerable pain the 
lower right chest. Two weeks after admission, for 
the first time showed unmistakable evidence 
fluid the pleura, which was confirmed diagnos- 
tic puncture the expression pus containing 
streptococci and staphylococci. Two ribs were re- 
sected and large quantities pus, containing shreds 
lung tissue evacuated. His recovery was uneven- 
ful; the discharge diminished and totally 
disappeared; the wound healed, and left the hos- 
pital days after operation. This was over year 
ago, and present, between his attacks inebriety, 
actively work and apparently perfect 
health. 

The difficulties the way recognition 
these abscesses, following pneumonia, are very great. 
The physical signs are apt confound them with 
unresolved pneumonia; for the abscess, present, 
frequently the center pneumonic area, and 
while the latter bronchial breathing the rule. 
one frequently finds the breath sounds feeble ab- 
sent, particularly thickened pleura supervenes. 
Coarse friction sounds are also frequently found 
both conditions, and the percussion note does not 
aid the examiner, for the dullness usually equally 
marked both conditions. the case just report- 
ed, while the existence lung abscess was suspect- 
because the irregular temperature curve, the 
high leukocyte count, the dullness over the entire 
lobe, the diminution breath sounds, resonance, 
and fremitus throughout the affected part, and the 
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negative results from pleural puncture, its pres- 
ence was only made clear when the abscess had burst 
into the pleura. The temperature and the leuko- 
cyte count are usually higher, however, when ab- 
scess present, and particularly should the latter 
suspected the leukocyte count rapidly increases. 

Equally confusing the differentiation between 
this condition and sacculated empyema, for the 
percussion findings are identical and have again 
thé diminished absent breath sounds, resonance, 
and fremitus; though the presence friction sounds 
over the affected area would much toward the 
elimination the probability empyema, 
sign, the presence which would unlikely over 
pus the pleural cavity. While 
the use the exploring needle will probably prove 
the existence sacculated empyema, wish 
direct attention danger making diagnostic 
puncture when pus present the pleura; namely, 
the possibility carrying infectious material into 
the lung tissue and infecting it. That 
cidents have occurred has been proven different 
observers. carelessness and indifference with 
which these thoracic punctures 
made horrifying, and the possibility infecting 
the lung should always considered determining 
favor low point for such puncture, rather 
than high one. 

The character the sputum frequently 
value. Fragments lung tissue are often found 
the pus expectorated, elastic tissue frequently 
abundant, and there are sometimes cholesterin and 
hematoidin crystals. The sputum changes from 
that found typical pneumonia and often becomes 
hemorrhagic, sometimes grass-green.. The odor 
offensive, but seldom has the very fetid odor 
which accompanies gangrene putrid disintegra- 
tion. These characteristics, together with the phys- 
ical signs, will much clear doubt 
the presence abscess. 

The X-ray has proven value the diagnosis 
lung abscess and, where possible, should used. 
rule, however, only applicable hospital 
practice, for the class patients now under consid- 
eration. the abscess fair dimensions, the 
skiagraph will reveal dense, circumscribed, shad- 
ow; and exposures are made both the antero- 
posterior and lateral planes, its location can fre- 
quently quite accurately determined. Its appli- 
cation should, however, supplemental physical 
examination, for believe danger exists too im- 
plicit reliance X-ray findings. the develop- 
ment this very valuable aid diagnosis, are 
very apt forget and ignore the accurate results 
obtainable thorough physical examination. 

The form bronchiectasis which 
the province this paper, the sacculated form 
which can definitely located. consideration 
the which bronchiectasis develops will 
impossible within these brief limits, more than 
make the rather broad statement that must con- 
sider stenosis that part the bronchial tree sup- 
plying the affected part, together with continuous 
excess pressure, the most frequent predisposing 
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cause, leaving out consideration the interesting 
mechanical questions which this statement suggests, 
and the various conditions giving rise the sten- 
osis; and pass the means which the condi- 
tion most certainly recognized. 
signs are those lung cavity. Dyspnea slight, 
and pain, present, symptom accompany- 
ing pleurisy, and sometimes evidence that the af- 
fection approaching the surface the lung. The 
thorax sometimes deformed, and severe cases 
kyphosis the vertebral column present. Spe- 
cially prominent marked clubbing fingers and 
toes, due unquestionably, chronic tuberculosis 
and chronic heart lesions, long continued cyano- 
sis. symptom was particularly marked pa- 
tient whom saw through the kindness Dr. Wal- 
lace Terry: 

This man presented himself Dr. Terry 1902, 
having had, years before, attack hemo- 
ptysis following heavy lifting. Cough followed, and 
one year later had another attack hemoptysis. 
had occasional night sweats. the time 
presentation, the physical signs indicated consoli- 
dation the apex the right lung, and large in- 
volvement the base the left, which, from his 
previous history, suggested tuberculous condition. 
was losing weight, his ankles were swollen, his 
sputum was foul odor, great quantity, and con- 
tained tubercle bacilli. diagnosis bronchiec- 
tatic abscess was made, and operation revealed 
multilocular cavity the base the left lung, con- 
taining about three ounces pus. The subsequent 
history very interesting, successive operations 
havine been performed. time have tubercle 
bacilli been demonstrated. The man has present 
bronchial fistula which constantlv discharges. His 
general condition very good. 

The most characteristic symptoms this affec- 
tion, however, are found the sputum and the 
character the cough. The sputum purulent, 
sometimes fetid and gangrenous, and collects, al- 
lowed stand, into two layers; the lower thick 
purulent material, the upper thinner, almost serous 
consistency. Blood occasionally seen; death 
has occurred from hemoptysis. The cough pa- 
roxysmal, and especially frequent the morning, 
because the quantities pus which have accu- 
mulated bronchiectatic cavities during the night. 
Large quantities sputum are thus expelled; 
much 800 twenty-four hours. From con- 
sideration these symptoms will seen that this 
form bronchiectasis can princi- 
pally with tuberculosis, pneumothorax, lung gan- 
grene, and suppurative processes occurring lung 
tumors, and actinomycotic infections. 

the case tuberculous cavity, the presence 
the tubercle bacillus, together with the symptom 
complex advanced tuberculosis, must our 
principal guides; though should remembered 
that tuberculosis may occur complication 
bronchiectasis. large pneumothorax with sud- 
den onset accompanied marked dyspnea and cy- 
anosis, together with the group symptoms which 
necessarily accompany large accumulation air 
the pleura, little danger being confound- 
with this condition. difficulty often arises, 
however, distinguishing betwen bronchiectatic 
cavity and sacculated pneumothorax; for the 
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latter the gross symptoms pneumothorax (expan- 
sion the thorax, bulging the intercostal spaces, 
displacement heart, liver, and spleen), are not 
necessarily present while other symptoms pneu- 
mothorax, such the hyperresonant percussion 
note, metallic breath sounds, and rales, and the 
metallic note yielded pleximeter percussion, are 
found both conditions. The intensification 
vocal fremitus, however, the sinking intercostal 
spaces, the absence the succussion sound and me- 
tallic tinkling, and the rapid changes auscutatory 
symptoms following vigorous coughing and expec- 
toration sputum, are sufficiently indicative 
point with unerring finger the diagnosis cavity. 

Two other conditions must mentioned with 
which bronchiectatic cavity may confused: pu- 
trid bronchitis and pulmonary gangrene. The for- 
mer may dismissed with passing notice; the 
latter demands more attention, for the sputum 
bronchiectasis may such large amounts and 
fetidly odoriferous indistinguishable from 
that emanating from gangrenous area. The fact 
must recognized that occasionally gangrene ex- 
ists complication bronchiectasis, where 
bronchiectatic cavity has broken down and invaded 
the pulmonary structure. gangrene, however, 
the clinical course, physical signs, the presence 
fever, but, more important than these, the condi- 
tion the sputum, must relied upon estab- 
lish the diagnosis. This material usually thin, 
dirty green color, containing dead pulmonary tis- 
sue, hematoidin crystals, disintegrated blood cor- 
puscles, pigment flakes, and various products 
chemical putrefaction. Numerous bacteria, espe- 
cially leptothrix, are frequently present. 
lous abscesses can not always distinguished from 
those having different etiology, physical signs 
alone; although their frequency the apex, and 
particularly both apices, must remembered. 
The character and consistence the sputum, the 
nature the cough, the presence absence tu- 
bercle bacilli the sputum and, afebrile 
the tuberculin test, must our main reliance. 


Abscesses caused suppurative processes lung 
tumors are rare. When present, differential diag- 
nosis often exceedingly difficult, unless the pus 
cavity communicates with bronchus, when the his- 
tological elements the tumor will appear the 
sputum; case the abscess perforates the chest 
wall, when the character the pus-contaning cav- 
ity will revealed. Likewise actinomycotic 
processes, and suppuration hydatid cysts 
the lung,. thorough examination the sputum will 
often reveal the true nature the trouble. 

Referring the second division this classifi- 
cation, namely abscesses developing previously 
healthy lung, consideration some the various 
causes such will lead more ready recogni- 
tion the condition. Here are not confronted, 


usually, with the confusing problems differential 
diagnosis, and therefore, given the physical signs 
and clinical symptoms abscess, its recognition will 
rest largely recognition the exciting cause. 
This division can subdivided into (1) metastatic 
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abscesses; (2) those due rupture abscess cavi- 
ties contiguous structures; (3) those due in- 
troduction foreign bodies; and (4) those which 
are the result injury. 

(1) Metastatic abscesses occurring pyemic 
abscesses, those formed the result metastatic 
malignant processes, seldom would come within the 
scope this paper. 

(2) the second variety, the most frequent 
cause extension empyema liver abscess 
into the lung, and its recognition necessarily rests 
upon the recognition the previous Rol- 
leston calls attention the frequency with which 
hepatic abscesses rupture spontaneously into the 
lung; therefore, important that this cause 
kept mind and the sputum carefully examined. 


This material usually chocolate colored, and may 


contain liver particles, fat globules, and 
case the hepatic abscess the result suppura- 
tion hyatid cyst, the hooklets the echinococ- 
cus may found. the less frequent causes 
should mentioned mediastinal abscesses, abscesses 
the wall the thorax, and carious 

due the introduction for- 
eign bodies, are rather common occurrence. 
suppurative process brought about foreign 
bodies themselves aseptic, through the agency 
bacteria which are normally present the surface 
the bronchial mucous membrane, and which are 
enabled pass through the epithelium after has 
been injured the foreign body. foreign bodies 
large caliber are aspirated, extensive ulceration 
and destruction large part pulmonary lobe 
results; such cases the diagnosis presents par- 
ticular difficulties. 

(4) The fourth class, those due injury the 
form open wounds through the thoracic wall, 
are rare, and, the exciting cause being obvious, need 
not considéred detail. 


THE SOCIAL EVIL, ITS COST AND CON- 
TROL.*

For the purpose this paper would define the 
term “social evil” open and recognized prostitu- 
tion community, including venereal diseases and 
their pernicious effects. not expect present 
anything startling new, but few practical 
thoughts along neglected lines, and also prove 
you that this subject worthy our serious con- 
sideration. 

This old theme, old the creation 
mankind, and the evil probably commenced soon 
after the banishment our first parents from the 
garden Eden. one those delicate social 
problems, complex, embodying does the so- 
cial, moral, physical and legal relations the sexes, 
that has been considered too loathsome and de- 
grading some, too deep and complex for others, 
while few with gloved hands and veiled faces 
have given the subject some thought and considera- 
tion, yet without coming any rational conclusion, 
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formulating any definite plan for its abatement 

Measured its direct and indirect effects, mor- 
ally, socially and physically, there vice dis- 
ease—excepting possibly alcohol and tuberculosis— 
which has caused much suffering, mutilation and 
mortality that prostitution. destroyed Sodom 
and Gomorrah, caused the downfall Rome, 
has undermined the strength and greatness 
France, and.is today menace our own national 
welfare and existence. this evil allowed 
continue unregulated and unrestrained, will un- 
dermine the strength and destroy the manhood 
any people, and bring untold misery, disease and 
premature death future generations. 

have given our time, talents and means 
great life-saving problems the past, only over- 
look and ignore one the most colossal and de- 
structive agencies existing under modern civilization. 

The Cost carefully re- 
view this subject and count the cost, not dollars 
and cents, though this would appalling, but 
the sacrifice human life, mutilations the body, 
suffering, disease and permanent invalidism, and see 
have exaggerated conditions, occasioned any 
false alarm. 

estimated that from forty fifty thousand 
prostitutes die annually and that their places are 
immediately filled new recruits. generally 
admitted recent writers that gonorrhea the 
most widespread and universal all diseases. Some 
writers claim that per cent. (the lowest estimate 
per cent.) the male population our cities 
have had gonorrhea some time during their lives, 
syphilis. Noeggerath has stated that 
sand men married New York eight hundred 
have had gonorrhea, from which the great majority 
their wives have been infected. Morrow states 
that his own observations the New York Hos- 
pital, “extending over period several years, would 
indicate that fully per cent. all women who 
come there for treatment were respectable married 
women who had been infected their husbands.” 
According Fournir, “one-seventh the popula- 
tion Paris syphilitic.” Dr. Weiss states that 
“there are 150,000 syphilitics Berlin, per 
cent. the population. New York the number 
estimated 225,000, per cent. Copen- 
hagen one every young men between the ages 
and has syphilis. 

Parks England, says, “it question whether 
large number the young men the upper and 
middle classes not suffer youth from some 
venereal disease.” Neisser holds that gonorrhea, 
with perhaps the exception measles, the most 
widespread all diseases. Other German author- 
ities have computed that fully three-fourths the 
adult male population, and one-sixth the adult 
temales have contracted gonorrhea one time 
another, and that per cent. all deaths from 

disease the uterus and its appendages are gon- 
orrheal origin. 


Janet only two years ago with 
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tuberculosis—perhaps more than tuberculosis—is the 
“great pest the age.” Also, says, “if com- 
pare from social point view, the importance 
gonorrhea with that syphilis, that 100 
not only from the numbers attacked, but also from 
the standpoint the gravity the lesions and their 
perpetuity. Gonorrhea modifies manner often 
permanent, the genital organs patients, renders 
them infinitely dangerous for the women they ap- 
proach, causes all the metritis and annexal inflam- 
mation which today gives the surgeons three- 
fourths their work, and conducts finally, both 
men and women sterility.” Johnson 
Washington, commenting subject, states 
that effect gonorrhea the female gener- 
ative organs has been destructive that success- 
ful contradiction feared, when the belief ex- 
pressed, that disease modern times has caused 
much mortality, mutilation and suffering, both 
mertal and physical, gonorrhea.” 

Morrow, his work “Social Disease and 
Marriage,” states that “within the past two 
coccus has grown significance and patho- 
genic importance the coccus Gruen- 
wald, Kammera and Crolax, report 53.83 and 
per cent endometritis, mesometritis, 
metritis, all gonorrheal origin, causes ster- 
ility the female, while Williams insists that 
per cent all abortions are due endometritis, pre- 
sumably gonorrheal origin. The cause ectopic 
gestation now believed largely due the ef- 
fects gonorrhea. The mutilation women who 
are today suffering from the effects gonorrheal in- 
fection the uterine appendages appalling, es- 
pecially when consider the increasing number 
grave surgical operations made necessary reason 
these incurable diseases. 

1901 the American Medical Association ap- 
pointed special committee for the collective inves- 
tigation statistics, the prominence and dangers 
gonorrhea. answer its question, “what 
the proportion cases pelvic inflammation com- 
ing under your care, which are attributable 
gonorrheal infection,” sent many leading gyne- 
cologists this country and Eurcpe, Huniston re- 
plied that per cent. his cases were attributable 
this cause. 

Price answered that over 1,000 abdominal sec- 
tions for pelvic inflammation per cent. were at- 
tributable gonorrhea, and that nearly all 
these cases the history was reliable and clear. Pozzi 
and Frederick stated their experience per 
cent. Mann, Buffalo, reports that his ex- 
perience just about all his “pus tube operations” 
are required account gonorrheal infection, and 
these cases thinks becomes necessary for 
complete cure remove the uterus also. often 
meet the statement that more than half the abdom- 
inal operations performed the world today are 
required account the infections, adhesions and 
pus collections, due gonorrhea. 

The vast number women operated today 
consequence gonorrheal infection does not 
any means represent the amount invalidism and 
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suffering occasioned it. common experi- 
ence every physician throughout the land, mar- 
ried women infected their husbands, coming 
them for relief, most whom are ignorant the 
true cause their suffering, and crippled for life. 

While have thoroughly reliable statistics 
regarding the amount blindness caused gon- 
orrhea, yet our best authorities America believe 
not less than per cent. Dr. Bur- 
nett, Georgetown University, believes that “15,- 
000 the 50,000 blind persons the United 
States lost their sight from this cause, involving 
financial loss the commonwealth seven and one- 
half millions annually.” Europe considered 
that per cent. all blindness the new-born 
due gonorrheal infection. Prussia, where 
they have very reliable data, has been estimated 
that typhoid fever represents yearly loss $1,- 
920,000, while that from venereal diseases amounts 
$21,600,000, which excess that caused 
tuberculosis. 

the matter “race suicide,” which hear 
much today, prostitution one the most potent 
factors. There has been gradual and continued 
decrease the birthrate, not only this country, 
but throughout Europe, for the past thirty forty 
years. The percentage has decreased from per 
thousand France, and nearly like pro- 
portion other countries. 

One authority states that venereal diseases cause 
more deaths and deplete the population, causing 
abortion and preventing conception, more than any 
other known disease condition. Morrow says 
that “no disease has such murderous influence 
the offspring syphilis, that the aptitude gon- 
orrheic woman for conception often extinguished 
the first pregnancy. That the race suicide effect 
gonorrhea does not end the prevention con- 
coction, one child, but has much more pow- 
erful influence the production abortions than 
has hitherto been attributed it.” Noerrerath 
far back 1876, declared his belief that per 
cent female sterility was caused gonorrhea. 
Neisser attributes more than per cent. sterility 
women the effects gonorrhea. Lier Archer, 
found that out 227 women 121 were sterile be- 
cause gonorrhea. Throughout Europe, es- 
timated that per cent. all involuntary child- 
less marriages are caused gonorrhea the female 
generative organs, which per cent are due 
marital infection men. 

Discussing the social aspect prostitution, Dr. 
Woods Hutchinson gives evidence show (1) that 
per cent. all prostitutes are drawn from the 
lowest and most ignorant class the population, 
the degenerates criminals, the idle and the mer- 
cenary, class which the community can best afford 
lose; (2) that their average lifetime, after en- 
tering this career, nine and five-tenths years, the 
shortening life being due the following causes, 
named the order their importance: Alcohol, 
venereal diseases, morphine suicide, 


irregular hours and exposure; (3) that during their 
active life they are sterile; (4) that they seldom 
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reform, and they do, are sterile high degree. 
“Thus prostitution agency high value and 
wonderful efficiency for first rendering sterile, and 
then rapidly destroying the worst specimens the 
sex, women whose reform and child-bearing would 
curse the community. need spay the 
prostitute castrate the criminal, they will 
themselves given little time.” certainly 
terrible indictment womankind, but forced 
believe that not far from the truth. 

While believe that this important field for 
the philanthropist and the missionary, that 
grander life and soul-saving service could inaug- 
urated than the multiplication “rescue homes” 
and asylums for these fallen women; that their 
reformation should encouraged and aided 
every means our command, yet from own 
personal experience—working with this class—I 
the opinion that very small percentage those 
who have well started their downward course, 
would avail themselves these opportunities. The 
sad truth is, that very few these women ever 
reform, however great the incentive, golden the 
opportunity. 

Its Control, How and Whom? That prostitu- 
tion one the most destructive and pernicious 
evils known the human race, thoughtful 
sane person can deny; that absolutely neces- 
sary evil, essential the health, happiness and 
well-being mankind, deserving recognition, 
and legal sanction, one dare admit; but while 
evil, and terrible one, condition which 
exists nearly every city the land, and probably 
will continue exist the end time, and the 
question the hour is, what shall done with 
it? 

There much diversity opinion the best 
means limiting controlling this vice. Some 
believe that the with early 
moral instruction and training, the solution the 
whole problem. Others recommend rigid and en- 
forced examination all prostitutes and licenses, 
while many condemn this recognition the 
evil, and legal sanction the same. the 
medical profession are not fully agreed the best 
methods procedure, and until quite recently were 
apathetic this subject. But the face the 
facts already presented, not time that some- 
thing should done stay the terrible ravages 
disease and mutilation, say nothing the social 
and moral disorganization produces? preven- 
tion disease and suffering part our duty 
and obligation humanity, then certainly this 
field lies great opportunity and sacred obliga- 
tion. Who shall institute this reform not the 
medical profession, who are familiar with its rav- 
ages and effects? 

has been proven beyond question that where 
the most rigid sanitary measures have been enforced 
and official control instituted, venereal diseases have 
correspondingly decreased. Europe, 
where venereal diseases are reportable, and treat- 
ment within the reach all classes, these diseases, 
according Weiss, have greatly diminished, but 
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here, Bulkley puts it, “ignored through ignor- 
ance, neglected through negligence our duty, 
ostracised and outclassed, venereal diseases through 
false shame, concealment and prejudice, carry 
their slaughter, unhampered, nuchecked and undis- 
turbed, devastating coming generations and ruining 
the present one.” The Sanitarian suggests that per- 
son afflicted with venereal disease quite much 
menace the public health would case 
smallpox, any other communicable disease, and 
some advocate the reporting all such local 
boards health, without mentioning names. This 
might step the right direction, and may be. 
inaugurated much sooner than anticipate. 

quite true that dealing with all public so- 
cial evils, prostitution, intemperance and the like, 
must ultimately depend upon the molding and 
restraining influence public opinion for correc- 
tion and reform; but while are waiting for this 
evolution, let use every means our command 
curtail and control this evil far possible, 
until such moral standards are raised will pre- 
clude the possibility its continuance. this 
may sure, regarding these social evils, that 
public opinion will never keep advance the 
moral standards community;-and neither will 
long continue countenance two separate 
moral standards for men and women. 

fact that many the larger cities 
Europe, and Havana, Cuba, prostitution under 
control, with registration brothels and 
periodical examination inmates, and detention 
Government hospitals when found afflicted with any 
venereal disease. Not only there, but many cities 
the United States these examinations are made 
weekly, and the opinion that this ne- 
cessity securing reasonable degree safety, 
longer period, say two weeks, gives opportunity 
for infection, especially from gonorrhea. Why 
there should the least objection measures 
which will the least degree lessen the effects 
this evil, loss understand. Certainly 
the mere examination prostitutes and their 
cial control, does not necessarily imply legal sanc- 
tion moral recognition the vice. these 
venereal diseases and their baneful effects can 
lessened any appreciable extent the 
duty every municipality it. From what 
little experience have had along these lines, 
confident that these diseases can effectually con- 
rtolled, excepting, course, that which may come 
from clandestine prostitution. 

this end should placed under police con- 
trol, sanitary measure, with weekly inspec- 
tion all prostitutes, rejecting those with any pos- 
sible infection, and not only these, but ordering 
others who are found suffering from severe pelvic 
diseases other than venereal, under treatment, 
they will never themselves until overcome 
with some specific malady. the medical profes- 
sion, boards health, and the family physician 
falls largely the task enlightenment, prevention 
and cure this great evil. The teaching sexual 


hygiene all our high schools and advanced in- 
stitutions learning, the proper education our 
youth parents, the great dangers venereal 
diseases, together with higher moral standards, en- 
couraged and sustained public opinion, are the 
forces which will banish prostitution and 
every form licentiousness from our midst. 

practical experiences with recorded facts are 
especial interest and value, desire supplement 
this paper with brief history several months’ 
Fresno. Two rooms were fitted up, having good 
light, one which was used for examinations, with 
all necessary apparatus, table, sterilizer, etc. Ex- 
aminations were made semi-monthly, the first 
and fifteenth each month, with intervening ex- 
aminations any girl coming the city. 
Something like 1,000 examinations were made dur- 
ing this period. careful inspection was made 
the vulva, vagina and cervix-uteri every case, 
and the mouths all French and other prostitutes 
suspected practicing unnatural methods. The 


general appearance, complexion and skin were care- 


fully scrutinized. commenced this work, confi- 
dently expecting find some cases syphilis and 
more chancroid, but great surprise, not 
single case was encountered during the entire period. 
This was not due any carelessness part, 
for was looking most diligently for these diseases. 
mind, proves what many authorities 
have recently claimed, namely, that syphilis 
that syphilis and chancroid are more often found 
among the low and filthy and clandestine prosti- 
tutes. 

Thus conclude, and experience would prove 
that the above-named diseases are more frequently 
found among the unwashed, unclean and easy 
virtue, sections other than the so-called “tender- 
loin districts.” 

From this experience have drawn the following 
conclusions 


(1) That there are some public prostitutes who 
are absolutely free from all specific infection, and 
healthful marked degree; therefore, the notion 
prevailing that all are diseased, have had gon- 
orrhea some period their lives, does not hold 
good. 

(2) That many prostitutes are found have 
pus the urethra, cervix-uteri and vagina, which 
gonococci are found, and therefore non- 
specific. 

(3) That gonococci are frequently found the 
vagina and cervix-uteri, the general appearance 
which would excite suspicion that gonorrhea had 
ever such are cases chronic gonorrhea. 

(4) That gonorrhea may obtain the urethra, 
vagina and cervix-uteri prostitutes for long 
time, yet measure involve the body the 
uterus, tubes ovaries. 

(5) That when find stringy, tenacious, 
muco-purulent discharge exuding from the cervix 
prostitute, with tendency bleed with slight 
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irritation then may confidently expect find 
the true “coccus 


(6) That when gonorrhea once infects the cer- 
vix uteri and invades the deeper structures and 
lymphatics, will found one the most per- 
istent and destructive conditions with which 
have deal, and seldom anything less than the re- 
moval the entire uterus and adnexa will avail. 


(7) That most, not all, those cases acute 
urethritis which yield readily treatment—re- 
ported cured week less—are non-specific, and 
caused pathogenic bacteria, other than the true 
coccus Neisser. 


(8) That chancroid and true syphilis are not 
prevalent generally thought and are found 
especially among the low, filthy and intemperate 
and clandestine prostitutes, who either have 
knowledge of, regard for, sexual hygiene.

The nostrum 
makers and group medical journals which are 
their organs, try deceive into believing that the 
great crusade for honest, open, intelligent prescrib- 
ing and against fraud and ignorance therapeutics, 
all the work those splendid leaders, Dr. Sim- 
mons and Dr. Billings. The truth that almost 
every man mark the medical profession of. the 
United States has put himself record within the 
last year being entire accord with the policy 
The Journal the American Medical Association, 
and with the quite unanswerable arguments brought 
forward this section Dr. Billings year ago. 
The leaders medicine throughout the country are 
accord this matter and time for the rest 
lesser lights stand and counted too.

sides this question. Supose investor went 
his financial adviser for counsel investments and 
was recommended buy certain stock. Suppose 
the investor ask “What the property? 
manufacturing stock, railroad stock, mines, municipal 
enterprises? Would not angry and indignant 
his expert adviser should answer: don’t know 
what promoter gave some and said 
was good, but know nothing about save what 
told me.” pretty sort adviser this! False 
his trust, surely; but are far worse than that, 
for the financial adviser was dealing only with his 
client’s property, while deal with his life. They 
juggle with his dollars—we with his vital organs. 

believe there, are not many this audience who 
are not guilty—as guilty—of the sin having 
used remedies—some them dangerous—without 
knowing what they contained. have 
monol, before our Council Pharmacy and Chem- 
istry showed up. supposed (ignorantly, culp- 
ably) that was synthetic chemical compound, 
it. shall try better, and never again ad- 
vise powerful poison without knowing it, 
inert drug while supposing it, hearsay evidence, 
possess power. But that just what advised 
per cent. the prescriptions filled our Back 
Bay drug stores. the public realized this would 
justly angry our indolence and faithlessness 
the high position trust. 


But, believe that not only feed the public 
demand for useless and harmful drugs, but also 
far create that very demand. 


Babes are not born with desire take drug 
for every symptom—they acquire this desire. Who 
teaches them? You and do. educate our 
patients and their friends believe that every 
almost every symptom and disease can benefited 
drug. Some ignorant practitioners believe this, 
and can not blame them, though deplore the 
results their indiscriminate drugging. But 
experience the educated physician who knows that 
only few patients can much benefited 
drugs, gives out just many prescriptions the 
ignorant physician who believes all that the Phar- 
macopeia and the vendor tell him. The 
only difference that the educated physician gives 
his drugs placebos. opinion, the placebo 
habit does more harm than the habit giving drugs 
every patient with full faith their pharma- 
cologic action. But this shall say more 
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moment. Here what want insist that 
long the chief visible, tangible, gustable result 
physician’s visits row medicine bottles, just 
long will the patient tend try eliminate the 
middle man (the doctor) and buy the drugs him- 
self, pharmacopeil the case may be. 


the result the physician’s visits were reform 
the patient’s diet, lengthening his hours 
sleep, better habits bathing, ventilation and exer- 
cise, and sleeping balcony, patient would 
such fool think could get these results out 
ache powders; but when the net result the doc- 
tor’s expensive visits medicine bottles, the patient 
learns his lesson, clings his bottle, and eliminates 
the expensive visits. Result: $75,000,000 year 
for secret remedies. 

Placebos have another bad result. They weaken 
the confidence the patient the physician, be- 
cause every placebo lie, and the long run the 
lie found out. give placebo with one mean- 
ing; the patient receives with quite another. 
mean him suppose that the drug acts directly 
his body, not through his mind means expect- 
ant attention. the patient finds out what are 
doing laughs rightly angry with us. 
have seen both the laughter and the anger—at our 
expense. Placebo giving quackery. also fosters 
the nostrum evil. 


The “patent medicine’ industry 
will seriously crippled when two things: 


(a) Stop advising secret remedies which may 
poisonous inert. 


(b) Stop fooling our patients with placebos. 


The positive side all this negative advice have 
tried explain another paper. 


DISEASE. 


Bierring and Egdahl, Iowa City, Iowa 
(Journal A., October 13), report case 
Banti’s disease which splenectomy was performed 
and discuss the blood findings. The notable facts 
are summarized follows: Before the opera- 
tion the blood condition was that the secondary 
type anemia, low percentage hemoglobin and 
leucopenia. After splenectomy there was slight 
fall red cells, then rise, leucocytosis its 
maximum twelve days after the operation and char- 
acterized relative increase the mononuclear 
leucocytes, especially the large mononuclears. 
The absence myelocytes and the scarcity nuc- 
leated reds, both before and after spenectomy. Dis- 
cussing findings connection with those 
others this disease, the authors remark the 
significance these blood changes, hypertrophy 
the spleen from any cause, that decrease 
hemoglobin, erythrocytes, and many cases also 
the white corpuscles, very likely follow. 
How this leucopenia occurs hard explain with 
our present ideas the hematopoetic function 
the spleen, while the cause the general secondary 
anemia with splenic hyperplasia yet hypo- 
thetical. The good results from spenectomy both 
splenic anemia and Banti’s disease seem favor 
the view that the spleen some way responsible 
for the poor blood conditions. The lymphocytosis 
after splenectomy must regarded effort 


. 
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compensation. The authors conclude that con- 
sidering the blood findings the two diseases, 
Banti’s disease and splenic anemia, before and after 
splenectomy, one led the opinion that, what- 
ever the nature the disease process the causa- 
tive influence, the blood-forming organs are not par- 
ticularly concerned. The more likely points at- 
tack are the vesicular channels, the tissues the 
spleen, and time also those the liver.

The fulminating type diagnosed from diphtheria 
the absence the Klebs-Loeffler bacillus and 
the characteristic mutilation. The contagiousness 
the disease evident, and isolation, which was 
discontinued the time the American occupa- 
tion, has again been made compulsory. the ful- 
minating type rigid quarantine should enforced. 
the early stages treatment clearly limits the 
progress the disease. essentially local and 
aims destroy the affected area. Tincture iodin, 
employed freely, apparently the best agent, 
though some cases the actual cautery may 
more effective. Antiseptic mouth washes should also 
used and tonic treatment when necessary. 
deodorant, potassium permanganate, per cent. so- 
lution, has proved most advantageous. The authors 
suggest the possible utility x-ray light treat- 
ment. the fulminating type the treatment should

PROSTATECTOMY. 


Feguson, Chicago (Journal A., Oc- 
tober 13), classifies the case prostatic hyper- 
trophy follows: Cases manifesting genitour- 
inary functional disturbances the first congestive 
stage the disease, which proper hygienic and 
local treatment may effect cure, least some 
cases avert operation. Cases with partial reten- 
tion, which the condition progresses insidiously, 
revealing itself acute attack retention with 
subsequent residual urine and 
catheterization, more chronic gradual distention 
the bladder with intermittent dribbling urine. 
Cases with complete retention with frequent in- 
voluntary urination and almost constant dribbling 
night. Cases absolute incontinence and 
residual urine. Prostatic enlargement does not al- 
ways call for operation; the gland may extremely 
large and yet cause obstruction. Obstruction 
the one important thing. Ferguson enumerates 
detail the pathologic indications for prostatectomy; 
the conditions that interfere with the function the 
vesical meatus; the obstruction the flow urine 
the prostatic urethra; the contraction and cicat- 
rization the organ from chronic inflammation, the 
deleterious effect prostatic obstruction the 
bladder, kidneys and rectum. reviews the litera- 
ture bearing complications, sequelae and mor- 
tality, and describes his own practice performing 
the perineal operation. puts the patient prefer- 
ably the extra lithotomy position, and, while 
prefers open the membraneous urethra and pro- 
ceed down the sinus pocularis the point where 
the ejaculatory ducts open, has frequently re- 
moved the prostate without any injury the mem- 
branous urethra. After splitting the capsule later- 
ally, best enucleate the lateral lobes first, 
carefully avoiding injury the ejaculatory ducts. 
The finger pressed into the prostatic urethra and 
acts guide while the fibrous 
tween and the prostate are cut away with cutting 
foceps. case the ducts are pushed one both 
sides, and the postatic enlargement rises into 
the bladder, inserts the depressor into the blad-

While sometimes impossible save 
the upper prostatic urethra, especially the enlarge-

IDENTIFICATION FINGER PRINTS. 


describes the system personal identification 
put use the United States army. de- 
clares that some such system necessity this 
country not only for convenience military ad- 
ministration purge the army criminals, repeat- 
ers, and other undesirable characters who have 
gained admittance through fraudulent enlistment, 
but also protect the interests the Government 
and the individual case claims against the for- 
mer based the fact military service. may 
also assist certain extent the identification 
the dead. The system first adopted the 
United States Army (1889) was adaptation 
the pathologic division the Bertillon system, viz., 
description moles, scars, tattoos, blemishes, etc., 
together with certain simple measurements and 
physical characteristics, such height, color hair, 
eyes and skin. The complete Bertillon system was 
not adopted because required the use bulky and 
expensive instruments for exact measurements, and 
considerable practice and skill their manipulation. 
This system fulfilled very satisfactorily for our small 
army during decade the special purpose for which 
was introduced, namely, check the custom 
“repeating,” which meant the fraudulent re- 
enlistment, usually under assumed name, de- 
serters and dishonorably discharged men. After the 
war with Spain this system was found inade- 
quate. Although its use was not extended the 
volunteer troops the number transcript cards 
file was over 200,000. board was appointed Oc- 
tober II, 1905, investigate the various systems 
personal identification now use, and, after 
exhaustive study the subject, recommended 
the adoption the finger-print system, supple- 
mented photograph and brief personal descrip- 
tion. The reasons given the board for preferring 
the finger-print system Galten, 
Henry, the anthropometric system Bertillon 
are: Its greater simplicity operation. The 
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small cost the apparatus required. The fact 
that all the skilled work required transferred 
the central office, and only there that experts 
are required. Greater rapidity operation. 
Greater certainty results. Kean gives detail 
the methods procedure and 
states that expert searching for duplicate 
record 100,000 cards. This system, states, will 
very valuable obviating the necessity much 
correspondence and collection evidence present 
required prove identity cases coming before 
the War Department and the Pension Bureau. 
After the introduction this system, any man who 
has served the regular army, can once estab- 
lish his identity placing his right forefinger 
the ink pad ordinary rubber stamp and making 
finger print below his name.

Modern Clinical Medicine—Diseases The Digest- 
ive System. Edited Frank Billings, D., 
Appleton Company. $6.00 net. 

This book one the volumes the authorized 
translation “Die Deutsche Klinik.” well 
translated and the paper and type are good. The 
book consists compilation articles, each 
article being written recognized authority 
the particular subject which treats. 

Rosenheim writes “Stenosis the Esophagus.” 
speaks the merits the Esophagoscope, but 
omits reference the X-Ray, which valuable 
diagnostic agent many esophageal conditions. 
The article, short, excellent one, and 


Billings, the editor, has added picture the Sippy 
Dilator. Fleiner’s communication, “The History and 
Clinical Indications Gastric Lavage,” learned, 
wise and clear. Riegel writes interestingly and in- 
structively “Diagnosis and Treatment Gastric 
Dilatation,” and gives much practical information. 
discusses acute dilatation; but mentions not 
Fagge, who reported the first case. 
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Boas contributes the article In- 
testinal Carcinomata” and attributes much impor- 
tance the so-called gastric rigidity (local tonic 
contractions) early indication obstruc- 
tion the pylorus. Weber’s modification the 
guaiac test recommended and described, which 
shows how soon even newly published book fails 
test now the favorite one. Hirschfeld the 
author the chapter “Displacement the 
Abdominal Viscera and the fails 
allude the now famous frozen section 
enteroptotic subject made and published Keith 
which the kinking the bile ducts caused the 
rotated liver beautifully shown; and indeed 
throughout the book little reference made 
English American work. Osler handles “Dis- 
eases the Pancreas” briefly and somewhat gen- 
erally. 

Minkowski, writing jaundice, still adheres 
his views its possible origin from dis- 
turbance the hepatic cells resulting the excre- 
tion biliary constituents abnormal direc- 
tion (icterus per parapedesin). 

Stadelman contributes the chapter “Chronic 
Inflammation the Liver.” describes the 
ascites mechanical cause, and the views 
Hale White are not alluded to. hypertrophic 
stage considered precede atrophy common 
cirrhosis. the treatment Hanot’s cirrhosis the 
reports the French surgeons the advantages 
drainage the gall-bladder are not referred to, 
though biliary hepatic cirrhosis, which rightly 
sharply differentiated from cirrhosis, the 
necessity for such procedure insisted upon. 
Syphilis the liver treated briefly, and here the 
editor adds note the temperature which may 
occur the course this condition. 


Kraus, writing “Neoplasms the Liver 
and Biliary Passages,” draws attention the ad- 
vantage cholystectomy gallstone disease 
from the prophylactic standpoint carcinoma; 
refers the rarity fatal uncomplicated jaundice 
due gallstones, and discusses primary carcinoma 
the liver very satisfactorily under the headings 
Massive Nodular and Cirrhotic Carcinoma. 


Neusser’s article “Gallstones,” Billings 
adds opportune note the effect that gallstone 
disease surgical disease. Neusser, however, 
rightly refers the difficulties the surgeon who, 
having performed previously cholystectomy, 
compelled operate for recrudescence and notes 
that the intermittent fever liver affections may 
due Carcinoma, Syphilis, Tuberculosis 
well infection processes. 


Vierordt contributes particularly clear clinical 
picture the varieties “Acute Peritonitis.” 
noted that the necessity for early operation 
being recognized Germany. The occurrence 
and its increase the purulent 
forms appendicitis are em- 
phasized. makes one point, viz., that the course 
pursued depends upon the skill the surgeon 
who hand—a point well worthy considera- 
tion the treatment all abdominal diseases. The 
section “Examination the Gastric Contents,” 
short but contains all the information that the 
general practitioner needs; and Strasburger has 
written satisfactory section the “Examination 
the Schmidt’s and his form-

article “Diarrhea. Intestinal 
Catarrh, etc.,” deserves close study and made very 
instructive. conclusion have much pleasure 
highly commending the book, eminently 
sane and wholesome exposition the subjects 
which treats, and moreover truly clinical 
character.
